RESOLUTION 

Subject : Constitution of a Committee to review implementa- 
tion of Land Reform Laws. 

No. 14016/5/78-LRD. — The Government of India have 
for sometime past been considering measures to accelerate the 
pace of implementation of various land reform laws. 

With the abolition of intermediary tenures, the major areas 
for legislative and, administrative action are ceiling on agfi- 
coltural holdings and tenancy reforms. The ceiling laws 
were revised in the light of tbe National Guidelines formu- 
lated in 1972 Implementation of ceiling legislations has not 
been very satisfactory and there is considerable room for im- 
provement. It is likely that loopholes in the existing legisla- 
tions. the deficiencies of land records and the inadequacy of 
the implementation machinery and procedures have contribu- 
ted to tile tardy implementation of celling legislations. It 
will bo expedient to review these shortcomings and formulate 
recommendations to remedy them. 

2. A number of laws have been enacted with a view to 
protecting the interests of cultivating tenants and giving them 
ownership rights. Again shortcomings in legislation, land 
records, implementation machinery and procedures have pre- 
vented effective implementation of tenancy reform in many 
parts of the country. It is important to identify all the fac- 
tors which have impeded satisfactory implementation of ten- 
ancy reform laws and develop recommendations to ensure 
effective and speedy implementation. The question of coor- 
dinating tenancy reform and ceiling reform also needs ft fresh 
examination, 

3. The Government of India have decided to set up a. Com- 
mittee to review the progress of land reform measures in dif- 
ferent Slates, and to recommend Legislative and Administra- 
tive measures that could accelerate the pace of implementa- 
tion. The composition of the Committee will be as follows ; —

5. The Committee will determine its own procedure of 
work and, send periodical reports to the Government of India 
indicating the position regarding improvement and implemen- 
tation of Land Reform Laws in different States and steps to 
Ire taken to fully implement the policies laid down in the 
National Guidelines and incorporated in the Plan documents. 

6. The Chairman of the Committee may, if deem neces- 
sary, constitute sub-committee and co-opt members. 

7 . Non-official members of Ihe Committee will be paid T.A. 
and D.A. as admissible to officers of the First Grade under 
the rules of the Government of India. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to 
all State Governments, Administration of Union Territories 
and Ministries of the Government of India, Planning Commis- 
sion, Cabinet Secretariat, Prime Minister’s Office, Lok Sabha 
Secretariat and Rajya Sabha Secretariat. 

2. Ordered that the Resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for general information.
